duly, I now give you a fummary account of 
the proceedings ef that fcfiton, the fir(l part 
et which haa been dull, formal, quiet, and 
unitnpertant ;

middle turbulent and 
boffterout ;

by the trial oifjHWge Chafe.^ 


It behoves me to explain íñyíelf with re­ 
gard to the tranfaftions of the middle part of 
the feffion, by the following narrative : 


In the year 1795, the governmeut of the 
fttte of Georgia, ioid ta certain Companies, 
31,000,000 of acres of iheir Weftern Lands, 
received the price agreed on, and gave ample 
conveyances of thè property ; on the faiih 
of which the firfl purchafcrs fold to fécond 
purch^fers, they to others, and Co on. 


A fuccceding legifl^tufe, in i796.it Teems, 


4id not like the bargain madr by ihtir prede- 
cefTors, they decl;irrd it founded in fraud, 
and without bringing one of thofe concerned 
iu what they called fraud, to trial, th<y re­ 
claimed the proprrty nnd 
to fell a pnri 
of their Weüern 'í'erritory to the Uniied 
^>cates. 
The piirchafers from Georgia, re- 
monrtrated »giinO the propot d iale to the* 
United States, and notififcl the Prelident ol 
Iheir claims, its valiûity and r;xtent. 
Con- 
grel’a however, by a law, auihorllVd thePrefi- 
dent of the United States, to accept the 
ceflion of the ‘itrriiory propofed to be ceded 
by G «orgia, which includrs 19 000,000 of 
acres more than (he before mentioned put- 
ch'fifrs, at the fame time making a provlHnn 
f^r the compronùfe with the aforefaid claim- 
ants. 
Some time after this, a convention 
Was agreed ori^ between the United States 
•nd Georgia, by which the United States 
beeJ^ne bound tu give for the land ceded to 
them by Georgia. 1,250,000 dollars out of 
the avails of the fales^f the fame lands, 
lu 
this convention the exafperated Georgians 
cauftfd to be inferced a claufe limiting to 
5 000,009 of acres the extent of what the 
United States (hould be liable to give to all 
the cUimants by way of comprottiife, which, 
if not appropriated for that purpofe within 
one year, ihould revert to Georgia—«the ap 
propriation was accordingly made in due 
time. 


The claimants at firft view were unwilling 
to accept of the fmall pittance 
of the 
5,000,000 which, by the convention be- 
tweei the United States and Georgia, the 
’United States were allowed to give f>r the 
compromifei but when they confidered tha< 
wF^liout the confent of Congrefs the Indian 
title could not be by them extingulíhed, and 
Without that extinguifhment they would not 
be allowed to fettle on their lands, they.felt 
difpofrd to accept what was in the power of 
the United States to give. 


In 1803, ^ 
paiTed confirming the con« 
vention 
between the United States 
and 
Georgia, in which the claims of the purchaf 
ers were again recognised, and they invited 
to a compromife and to record the evidence 
of thetf claims, which has been done at a 
iraft expenfe ; and to further this objeA the 
Trefident, (who in, a'^previous mefTage to 
Con^reTs recommended a comprònùfe as a 
iticifure preliminary to the fctilement of the 
country,) was authoriltd to appoint com- 
tiiiflioners to hear and report the oiTcrs of 
compromife which Oiould be made, with their 
opinion 
thereon. 
Thofc 
commiffioners, 
ramely, the Secretary of State, the Secreta­ 
ry of the Treafury, and the Ait«mry Orne­ 
rai, all appointed by Prefident J>^frcrfon, af­ 
ter a full examination of the nature of the 
claims, and the attending circnmlUnces, re­ 
ported to Congrefs in favor cf a compromife 
with the chimants. ft iting that the interefts 
©fihe nation, t-getl:rr with certain equitable 
confiderations in favor ot the claimants, ren­ 
dered a comprnmife in their opiniondefirable. 


The fubje¿\ of the compromife w*s accord­ 
ingly brought forward in the firft frflion of 
the Eighth Congrefi, for leglftative fandion 
(;ii I confidered ) under the moft favourable 
anfpices. 
1 felt deeply interefted in the 
compromife, not that lever bought, fold or 
owned a foot of the|land, or ever expei\ed to 
own any of it, but I looked forwipd with 
pl<*afurr to the time when, by this compro- 
i7iilc, every obj-£tion to the extinguifhment 
of the Indian title would be removed, and 
the country lying between the diftriâ: 1 re- 
prcfrnr, as well as o*ir neighboring ftate of 
Tenneifee. and the waters of the Alabumar, 
the Tombighee, and the other rivers runnirg 
into the Mobile bay, might be fettled, and 
our country ^y that means ha?e a new and 
. more convenient channel and courfe of con.- 
inerce than any il*e now hos. 
1 know of ro 
ohjpíl fo important to the people of the 
Weftern country generally, as the fettîement 
and population ot tbis contefted territory, 
iKii only on the fcnre I laft mentioned, but 
b<“cai)fe the road from Natrhea to Naihviile, 
ior near 400 miles, lies through it, th*t road 
which all our p-ople niuft pafs who return 
hv land after can ving down to Orleanr and 
N Uthet the pnJute ol the Ub^ir of the p.*o-

of the Aat?à f f Tenneffve, ËleiUucky 
Ohio, and the Weiler« parts of Virginia and 
Pennfylvania, where many of theiu are rob­ 
bed, fome mardered, and all have to fu^cr 
hanger and wane of tbe comfotts of life in ‘a 
wildernefs, which will ever remain a wilder, 
nefs wbtle the conteft 
continoes, as the 
government are feoHble the claimants under 
the Georgia grants cannot 
be kept out of 
poÎTcâitin of their landf one motnent after

reason to believe they will not extingoifti the 
Indian title while the contefk continues. 
1 
with I could be convinced that this fire ot 
contention has not been blown up by fome 
envious politicians, merely to keep back tbe 
growth o f tbe Western country ; an ac^uifi- 
lion to the ftrength of which, by the Eallern 
owners throwing at once a large fliare of 
their furplus population, their indoftrioos 
farmera, into the beft part of the Weftern 
çountry, would by no means be pleafing to 
the great tobacco and cptton planters of the 
South, whoTevery day look forward with ter- 
tor for the time when they will be iinderfold 
by the Weftern people ; believing, as I do, 
that no fubfequent a£t of Geargia could have 
any eflTeét on the title given by tM t ftate in 
1795, and feeing the claiminii pofT. ffcd of 
papers (hewing a right as well authenticated 
aa a»y I know of, to which pa^<ters every 
man p acing faith in the governmental tranf- 
aflions of this country, has an undoobted 
right to give credit, I Hiould have bttC illy 
difcharged my duty to my conftituents had I 
vvitl^eld any < ir jrt in my power to get this 
cortipromiCe, fo interefting to the Weftern 
country, completed. 


I was very much fjrprifcd laft year, fo fee 
Mr. juhn Randolph oppofe this reafonable 
;tn<i nectitary compromife with all the zeal 
of an enthuHaftical, honeft, inexperienced 
young man, and a great orator. ^^After tbe 
principle had been fettled by a confiderable 
mitjority ot ihe Houfs, bis eloquence pre> 
vailed in favor of a poilponement until the 
then next fcÎTion. 
The fubjeÄ has been 
again revived in the Houfe of Heprefenta- 
tives by an application on the part of the
